have often in filence pet our hatids'wpon our 
mouths, and with RduGancy ſtop'd thierup- 
tron and clamourof many of our Sorrows,and 
would have done {ſo now, and ſtoop parti- 
cular! under our Fate, which isour preſſure 


very it ; but that our Loſs is ſa confelled- 
ly great; and onr PaMfions , in their reſent- 
ments, 
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ments, more than uſually high, laviſh, and in- 
deed ungovernable. All AﬀiQtions, we find 
by woful experience, are not equal , and of 
the ſame ſize,and magnitude. "Tis alas |! more 
than once,we have loſt a Dear Friend, who li- 
ving ſtood very nigh our tender heart , and 
when Dead, we could not but Lament ; but 
ſeldom ſoloud as now,when we. are forced to 
exchange our Patience for our Pious Sorrow ; 
we Weep, andmeanit ſo,as we think it is our 
Religious Duty to. bewail.----I need not name 
thOccaſion, when I ſee here all Faces gather 
Blackneſs,and ſtrive with concern zealouſly to 
adgment the ſerious Pomp of our Funeral Le- 
mentation.

But here , this Day,'-when af! the Engliſh 
Nation Moxrns, as we do,and the vaſt Deluge, 
of our Tears ſwells ſo univerſally wide, | that 
they waft a far of our Sorrow, as they roal 
from ſhore to ſhore and drown our, Neigh- 
bourstoo,as well as we 3 how can we refrain. 
Let this day paſs. eyer then, for '2 Day. of Sor- 
row, Yet-tho' I cannor poſlibly. excule your 

Mourn- 
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Mourning ; give me leave to inquire a little in- 
to the Nature of our Common Diſtreſs, there- 
by to juſtifie our Grief; as approveable to all 
Mankind 3 and to ſhew how 'tis not only a 
violent, haſty Tempeſt of our ſenſual Paſſion, 
but a calm, deliberate, ſound reſentment (if 
our Sorrow b@ capable of ſo much Modera- 
tion) which has invited us hither to Condole 
together the Death of our Good Queen. 

To this end [ have pitch'd upon one of the 
Greateſt Inſtances in the Hiſtory of the Anti- 
ent Jewiſh Church, Fofiab by name, famous for 
Goodneſs and Virtue, with a real Zeal for the 
Waorſbip and Honour of the true God ; which 
is all indeed, befides what is lefs (Luftre and 
Magnificezce) which raiſes, and ſupports the 
Throne of Majefly. — We find here his Good 
SubjeRs of all ſorts,afſembled,'cis like, as well 
as we, all over the Land (Town and Conntrey ) 
to Mourn and Lament his Funeral. He Dyed,and 
was Buried (ſays the Text) in one of the Sepul- 
chres of his Fathers (1. e. in the Sepulchres of 
the Kings ) and all Judah and Jeruſalem 
mourn'd for. Joſiah.

mented was a King of Judah, incluſive of the 
Tribe

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Tribe of Benjamin + which were the only two, 
which remained whole of the Twelve; all the 
reſt (excepting ſome few perſons)baving gone 
off,generally long before from the ere Church 
of God, as then 'twas into-[dolatry at the frat- 
dulent Inſtigation of a wicked King Ferobo. 
am ; who made Iſrael to fin :* and not long 
after, into remedileſs Captivity, under the Ty- 
ranny of the Heathen their Neighbours. There 
had been ſome Good and many Bad Kings, till 
the ſucceſſion of Fofiah, whoſe Government 
commenc'd about 38g years, after the Death 
of King David the ſecond in order, © but yet 
the firſt of cheir Religious Kings. Jofiab was 
a Good Son, of a very Bad Father, Amon, who 
was the Son of Manaſſeb. Manaſſeb went off, 
and apoftatiz'd from his Religion, ard tarn'd 
a profeſs'd Idolater. He did evil after the A- 
bominations of the Heathens, Built High places 
and Altars to Baal, &c. made his Son to paſs 
through the Fire, a cruel bloody Sacrifice, ot 
rather here a kind of Luftration, to the Idol 
Molech;; fo preyalent is Superſtition and Bigot- 
try, even to the foofing the ſtrongeſt Bond of 
Natural affeQion. You'll fee his Hiſtory more 
at large here (Cap.

ready notoriouſly diſgracd their Profane Altars, 
by Burning the Bones of their Idolatrous Priefts 
upon 'em ; (ſome'of 'em,thit were 'Dead ; all 
the reſt, but thoſe he ſlew, | having fled , and 
and made.their eſcape ('tis like ) upon' this ſig- 
nal Revolution : and left thus ingloriouſly their 
Temples , and their Gods,all a Sacrifice to the 
Zeal of good Foſiah ; who put a: fatal period 
to their ſenſleſs, tho' cruel Devotion. Manaſſeh 
and Amon now dead ; | their great Patrons (it 
having been till chen the 'Kzngs Religion) be- 
hold ! The Idol ſtoops, and tamely refign'd it's 
teign'd Omnipotency,and owns a Conqueror. 

Nor was this any ſuddain ſtart, and heat of 
Paſſion in Foftab, (as Zeal is too apt to extra- 
vagancein unwary hands) for we find here af- 
ter He had purg'd, and reftor'd the Temple, Hz 
deliberately,with the joynt adviſe,and conſent 
of his People, who were by this time return'd 
to their right Vnderſtandings, in the 18 year 


of his Happy Reign , ( already named) Joſiab 
ſends ,- and proclaims'a Paſſover to the Lord; , ' 


which 
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which he celebrates, on ſuch a ſplendid man- 
ner, with ſo much wagnificence, in honour of 
the true God, that the Tale and number of the 
Secrifice is almoſt incredible, which made ſuch 
an extraordinary ſolemn figure, in the Worſhip 
of the Jews, that never was the like Feftivity 
in ſuch Glorie#s Preparation, (een among them. 
'Tis deſcrib'd at large here (Cap.35.) there was 
never beld ſuch a Paſiover from the Days of the 
Judges, which judged I{rael,e9vc.z. e. never ſuch 
an one before, ſince the Beginning of their Go- 
wernment, which was a joyful ſight (we may 
well think)at Jeruſalem ; where 'till that time, 
the Worſbip of the Temple | had lain ſo long 
neglected. 'twas ſo magnificent. that(T obſerve) 
Toſephus their Antiquary, ſeems ſomewhat con 
cerned at it ; as tho' it refleGed upon the Power- 
ty of the Dewotionof the Antient Church ; and 
excuſes it thus (Lib.40.c. 5. Ant. the reaſon 
(fays he )why there was no ſuch Feftivity trom 
the days of Samnel (mention'd here, 2 Chron. 
35. 18.) was becauſe in thoſe early Times,all 
things were perform'd in exact complyance to 
Moſes Ritual , and the Cuſtoms then on foot 3 
tho' the Levitical Law left place for Free-will- 
Offerings ; and ſuch (according to Foſepbns ) 
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wasra (great{part ofthis. Celebrated Paſſover 'of 
Fofiab. Which therefore is a rfingular argu- 
ment-of this: Good'K ings more thatv ordinary 
Dewotion : and+his -Zeal in-promoting the Wor- 
ſhip-and the Honour of God. And hence *tis 
we-read, (2. Kmgs 23-25.) And like unto bin 
there was-no:King, before him, tmt turn'd to the 
Lord with all-his.beart, &c.-neither. after him a- 
roſe there cany the: him. 

The-rruth is, Foſiab was one, purpoſely rai- 
ſed up-of :God for this Noble Deſign. It was 
Prophetically foretold 360 years,and more (lays 
the:Jew,) in:tke -Reign-of Jeroboam, that thus 
it chould be : '(x: Kings 1 3. 2. ) Behold a.Child 
ſhall be barn to the-Houſe of David , 'Jofiah by 
name, and Thee (1.e.. the Altar:at Bethel, 


' Which the Son of Nebat had then newly ſer up) 


ſhall be offer the Priefts of 'the High-P laces;ehxc. 
and 4t fell out exactly (2 Kings 23, 15, 26.) 

Yau ſee then, how for this very:end , in a 
long courſe of Providence, Foſeab was raiſcd of 
God to Rootcout by his means, and to Deſtroy 
Jdolatry-from ont of Fudab,and Iſreel, as much 
as /was:left of the foregoing Coptienty. 'Suth, 
and {o rematkable was this Pos Kings fingu- 
lar Dewotion | -and to the:great:;joy and ſati/- 


faction 
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faGion: of all. his Subjes, (but ſome, who.had 


little. or. no Religion; and others,that hanker'd 
after.that. He-hadDeſtroyd by the will of. God) 
He. Reigned. 3 1, years 3. and Liy'd+in the whole 
4: bating. one, praſperous' in Wealth and Glo- 
r3: and then ,very tunfortunately,by the inceflant 
Provocation: of-. the:Crying fins of Judab; (as 
Huldab.the Prophetels at that time-foretold 
God was finally reſolv'd to puniſls very: grie» 
vouſly.;. as. He did. in the enſuing- Captivity, 
which laſted no: leſs while than: 70:long years; 
under the: King; of: Babylow ( as Feremy Prophe- 
ſy'd:: 22; yarncions PIT unfortws 
nately, I ſay. He makes War againſt Necbo:the 
Agyptian King-;, who was upon: his March-a- 
gainſt th' Aſſyrian, denies-hjm paſſage” thro? his 
Country, imagining ('tis like) tie was' aggoing 
up againſh 7adeb; when. (ir ſeems, .as:he-fignis 
fy'd by his Embaſſadors.) He intended no\ſucti 
thing, But Jofiab liſtned not and raſhly op- 
poſes Hinyelf upon:the Borders,in the Valkey of 
Megidden', where He: is mortally. a by: 
ani/Egyption: Archer, as: He rode 1n his: Chariot; 
thereupon carry'di back ta Firxfalem, where He 
Dyes.. This Good Kinglo:necellary to the Haps 


naſa 'of: his People, which Dyes:together with 
Him. 
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Him. Their Dreadful Calamity was only De- 
ferr'd till his Death; inaſmuch as his Heart was 
tender, and He humbled Himſelf before God 
(here Cap. 34 27, 28.) He Dyes at his Royal 
City , and was Buried in the Sepulchres of the 
Kings, his Fathers, and all Judah and Jeruſa- 
lem (the whole Kingdom _) mour#ed for Jofiah. 

And, no doubt, a {ad Mourning 'twas : The 
Lofs of ſo Good a King , and at ſuch a time, 
when (we muſt think ) the Eyes,and Hearts of 
all his People were upon Him |! 

Jeremiah, upon this ſad occafion,Weep'd, and 
penn'd a Mournful Elogy; emphatically a Black 
Book of Lamentation ; in {uch a deep, -natural, 
racy ſtrein,that it weeps yet afreſh to everyeye 
that reads it ; ſee there (Cap. 4. 20.) The 
Breath of onr Noſtrils, the Anointed of the Lord 
was taken in their Pits, of whom we ſaid, under 
Hs ſhadow, we ſhall live among the Heathen. 

And ſo famous was this Solemwmn Mourning of 
the Fews, that about an 100 years after, where 
the Prophet Zechary foretells of the Coming of ® 
the Kingdom of the Meſſiah, and the fearful 
Deſolation, which ſhould, at that time, befal the 
Fews, in the Total Deveſtetion of their Sicond 
Temple, and their City , with their whole Go- 
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vernment, by the Romans. He could not expreſs

their Sorrow to greater advantage 3 than by this 


Deplorable inſtance of the Death of Good Foſtah. 
(Cap. 12. +14.) In that day (ſays he) There ſhall 
be a great Mourning in Jerulalem, as the Mourning 
of Haddadrimmon, in the walley of Megiddon : 
which is the Mowrning of the Text here. 

And ſuch was the Jews eſtimation of their 
Great Loſs, and Misfortune ; that 'twas not only 
a little time , which once they ſet apart to this 
their Mourning ; but they made it an Anniverſary 
Faſtin their Generations,by an Ordinance tor ever, 
(in the v, next after the Text.) From whence it 
would ſeem, The Book of Lamentations was the 
Form of their publickh yearly Humiliation, upon this 
account. So great the Loſs, and fo great the Sor- 
row of this unhappy people |! 

And yet not fo great,but in good (ence of Re- 


ſemblance, it may become a Pattern of ours now. 


'Tis confeſſed {Bleſſed be our Good God, who in 


+ ” Tk remembers Mercy) our Circumſtances 


re not,in Proſpe&t,ſo Deplorable, as theirs were. 
The proud King of Babylon , has not yet ſet his 


foot upon our Land, nor Burnt our Church , and 


made us his Captives ; nor, we hope, ever will ſo 


long as we have God , and a Good King our Pro 
C tecfors ; 
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tefors ; who is (as Toſtab was) an implacable Ad 
verſary to his, our Church, and Nations Enemies. 
The Glorious Champion of our Holy War ; The 
Greateſt Patron of all the Proteſt »nt Churches, Born 
indeed the Son of War ; whole Sword, (invinci- 
ble as tis) gliſters aſtoniſhment in the Hearts of 
thoſe, who are only great in this, that they have 
the honour to fall under the reſiſtle(s ſtroke of hig 
Viflorious Arms. 

His Royal Great Soul, untaught to yield to any 
other Adwverſity(to ſhew He had an Heart of Fleſh, 
and AﬀeSions tender as his Religion is) Wept over 
the Royal Aſbes of his Deareſt Conſort, our Good 
Queen Mary. Nor was this any light, faint, tranſj- 
ent ſtriture of his inward Sorrow. His indelible 
Piety , ſo deeply rooted in his Breaſt , ſunk him 
down low in this his Afflifion; as low, as 'tis pol- 
fible Lowe and Virtue could. Behold here a Brave 
Glorious Conſtellation of the greateſt Fortitude,and 
the greateſt Lowe / ſuch an one ſeldom , never 


ſhone before in our Hemiſphere. _ 


How then ſhall we SubjeQs Diſpenſe with this 
Free Subfidy, yet naturally a Debt of our Funeral 
Lamentation ? unleſs we have in this Diſtance to 
Her much Lamented Death, ſpent all our Stock al- 


ready, and in ſo doing exhauſted the Fountain of . *

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our Tears ! Alas! our cheap wxlgar Weeping here, 
1s not big enough at lowdeſt to ballance one fin- 
ple Sigh of our Joſtzh's Royal Grief. 
| We , Who had fo great a part and intereſt in

| had fo ſtill ; bue that our Ingratitude (that unpar- 
donable fin, for which we, and this poor Engliſh 
Nation have ſo often ſmarted} our hateful Ingrati- 
txde rendred us by ſo many degrees unworthy of 
her longer Life. A Bleſſing lo infinitely defirea- 
ble,as I believe you think ; chat I Deſpair of add- 
ing any thing to your preſent Information. 
I'll not therefore now touch upon any Preli- 
minaries ; as her Royal Birth, and Deſcent ; her 
Natural, and her Acquired Perfetions, exceeding 
great; with her truly Chriſtian Edacation here , 
under the ſacred influence of our Dear Mother 
the Church of England.

Her, is now ; and we pray, will ever be. | 
Beloved, you know, how we were left before

ſwarming with Popiſh Emiſſaries ; and (like the 
© Locuſts there) darkn'd the Skye ; I mean the Na- - 
.tion full, and crowded with 'em. Bur, tho' fo 
full, emptied much faſter than they fill'd in well 
nigh ſix years before,in a very ſhort time ; as our 
day broke up again , when our Guardian Angels 
in conjunGion, at God's immediate DireQion,ap- 
peard above our Horizon , with Healing in their 
Wings. 
[ think, 'ris own'd on all hands,that Popery (ef- 
tally as 'ris of late years refin'd by new Feſni- 
tical Morals ) is a Terror to all Proteſtant Kingdoms. 
As for ns, we are not half fo much afraid of St.» 
Peter's Keyr,as St. Panls Sword ; which of ate (for 
{ome Centuries paſt the New Charch of Rome takes 
indiftcrently into her hand, with the other. We 
need not go far to have rhe footſteps of her Cru- 
ws whichbleed fo freſh in our own Annals ; doe | 
tao | 
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tho' our Engliſh Courage has been far ever from 


being thought contemptible , yet we have always 
been very backward to Defend our Religion by 
ſuch Material Weapons, ill the time, we believ'd 
our Lives, as well as our Conſciences were afſault- 
ed ; which, it any thing, will prove the Juſtice 
of our Arms ;%when imploy'd at the Command of 
our Lawful Governors. 

As forthe Truth of our Religion , we modeſt- 
ly conceive we have made it good, with noſmall 
advantage ; and have ſhew'd abundantly,that our 
Church is very far {rom fearing any reaſonable En- 
gagement of that kind ; having never been once 
outpowrd fince ourReformarien,cocly rudely op- 

reſsd, and Diſcountenanc'd ſometimes, by Bru- 
tiſh Crueby, and Force of Arms. 

When a Popiſh King (our late Dread Sowe- 
reign) was ready with a Numerous, well appoint- 
ed Army in the Field ; and our Charters, and our 
Properties, tor a great part,Seiz'd and conflru'd in- 
to Forfeiture, and Prerogative; and a new , fine 
Aquivalent offer'd us , in exchange for our moſt 
Antient Franchiſe. Our Penal Laws to be voted 
down, with our Proteſtant Teft, by a choice prepa- 
red Aſſembly : when a Conwerfion to Popery was a 
currant Excule to other Crimes and Ilegalities, it

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ſelf the greateſt. | Execution of Good wholſonie 


Laws generally (uſpended ; and a wide door fet 


open (upon a Religious Deſign) to entertain all 
the Debauchery, Licentionſneſs, and Atheiſm of a 
Wicked Age ; and an unlimited Liberty tacitly al- 
low'd to Mens Lufts and Paſſtons (with a very 
ſmall ſhare of it, and no Relighn)) to puſh on 
for Tumult and Confuſion , as faſt as they could. 
Beſides (what we don't love to rem2mber ,” but 
cannot ſo ſoon forget ) as it ſuppos'd us much 
more Dull and Vretched than indeed: we were) 
injoyn us to Subſcribe. (publiſh I mean). a large 
Form of Declaration, virtually to the overthrow 
of our Eftabliſh'd Religion, and all whatever elſe 
3s ours. We bluſb'd at this time, to think, being 
Innocent, how we had o ill-deſerv'd of our Go- 
vernours, as to find fo little Credit with 'em: We 
were.(as many as obſerv'd it) extreamly ſorry at 
this ; and that we could now Obey no longer, tho' 
threatn'd aloud with Penalty enough to our Tempo- 
ral Vndoing.. We-truſted in the Mercy and Com+ 
paſſion of our Good God ,, who Deliver us then, 
with,the' Reſcue of thoſe famous Confeſſors of our 

Sacred Hierarchy, Men of Renown. 
The honeſt, good, peaceable,Loyal SubjeR, all 
this. while, nothing in his hand for his ſuſtenance, 
but 
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but a [Dry unfavory Morſel of Paſſive Diuy ; 
which he had already chew'd, and Liv'd ſo long 
ypon, that he GR every day more and more 
naked of all other Refreſhments, and thought he 
was a' ready for the ſtake of Martyrdom. 
When our Popiſb Governours were {0 impatient, 
tho' of prudene_ [Relays ; and were all for making 
long ſteps haſtily co our Owerthrow, ' And, alas! 
our Unfortunate Monarch ſo Bigotted, and plain- 
ly infatuated by Jeſuited Connſels , that nor the 
moſt humble modeſt Complaints, nor Tears. of his 
Faithful Subjefis could prevail any thing. When 
Altars, and Popiſh Habits appear'd openly in the 
Imperial City, and Conntrey ; and began to Neſt 

ether in Societies; and in the name of a Catho- 
%# King outbrav'dall,even the moſt modeſt Pre- 
tences and Priviledges of a Different Religion; and 
would have ſtifled, and ſuffocated all our Learn- 
ing, and {mother'd our Profeſſion, with an heavy 
indigeſted Maſs of their Exploded Forgeries, and 
Nonſenſe ; which tura'd, upon our judicious De- 
Knce, ſo much to their Shawe and Decay, . which 
indecd was the greateſt kindnels they could do ns, 
to give us. opportunity thus to ſhew our firength, 
on this manner. + 

I would not be miſunderſtood all this while, as 
D tho', 
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"tho', inwhat I have faid , Iſhould feem the Ieaſt 


inviduous,f am forcd to mention a little ; for that 
our Pablick, Bleſſengs receiv'd, cannot be duly pri- 
zed, without fome.competent ſence of our former 
Unhappineſi; and undoubtedly we ſhould deſerve 
to be conſtru'd more than Paſſeve , could we (o 
ſoon forget our own Hiſtory, %which is ſo plain, 
and dates fo cloſe upon our Memories. 

Briefly then, when our Reform'd Religion, which 
we place ever-before all other our worldly Com- 
forts, was in ſuch unqueſtionable, apparent Dan- 
ger, that upon our moſt accurate Proje&ions , all 


"Humane means fail'd for our Deliverance; and 


our Mizsfortunes too inſpir'd,and back'd by ſo po- 
rent ah Enemy,a Tyrant Neighbour ; who upon 
his own ſingle flake, for many years together . has 
held almoſt all Chriftendom in Play. In this Criti- 
cal junFJure, (by a ſtrange Miracle of the Divine 
Providence, (ay others what they will) came the 
Bleſſed Pair, William and Mary to our feaſonable 
reſcue ; which by the, fame indulgent Providence 
they effefted without one Drop of Blood ; by a 
natural chearful Surrender of their own Rights 
mto their hands ; after the Royal Zealot was gone; 
when He had fo unkindly Refuſed a juſt Reſftituts- 
on of our Laws and Lahweies 3 then by a general 

Con- 
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Conſent of the 'Deſolate People (for how can any 
Kingdom ſtand without an: Head to Govern'ir)) ? 
They the next together , in Succeſſion , are both 
plac'd in the Throne. 

And then, and juſt before the Pride of the New 
Catbolick Religion, and it's Empire utterly vanilh'd; 
The Zealous Prefts make haſte away ; and leave 
their Devotion (as their Saints roo of both Sexes) 
a'ſtarving at their Shrines :- The Crafty Feſuite 
packs up with the firſt, - and leaves the new Con- & 
verts behind ; aſtoniſh'd at their Religion, luddain- 
ly grown ſounfaſbionable ; and ſome came back 
to us again, aſhamd now to think their Civiliey 
carry'd them fo far, beyond the reaſons of theic 
Faith. But tho' theſe Holy Mem left their Con- 
verts here,(too few by many to raiſe a Monument 

to their pretended Learning, and Art of Perſwa- 
ſron)they forgot not to take theirRiches with 'em, 
the waſt Treaſure by their pious Frands they had 
cheated the Nation of. | 

+ Thus we of this National Church are happily re- 
ſtor'd to our Religzon, it's free Profeſſion ; to. our 
Properties; to our Laws ; to our Liberties ; to our 
| Lives. Rid of our urgent Fears and Fealouſies, 
| all but what' the Sons of Trouble ſtudiouſlly ſtrive 
c. to nurſe.in their reſtleſs Boſomes. Our True Keligi- 
| D 2 on 
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on bas gain'd much bonoxr, by che invincible Cou- 


rage and Conftancy of its true Profeſſors ; which is 


-God's Cauſe, as well as our own.. Our Government 


is re-eſtabliſh d upon its old, beſt Foundations;and' 
all the flubber of our-Grief wipdoff (till now)as 
we lay a long time a'weeping,. under the Cyofs. 
Popery init's infalting Greatzeſs for ever baniſhyd 
our Iſles: Briefly, we have loſt nothing, bar what 
we could not keep 3 and hope to live as conten-- 
redly as we can without; and tho at preſent in- 
gaged in an 4” 90s Forreign War,we fight Ho- 
nourably in Defence of ourſelves, and Conſede- 
rates, thereby to lay (which muſt be done with 
time) aſſure ſtable foundation of our Securiry, 
and \common Proſperity, for the future.

lebrate. She, who-planted Religion both by Pre- 
cept and Example in the Conrt >the Head,and Fonn- 
tein of our Government , and would have made 
it all of. one piece, 4. e.

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pains ia her Publick and Private Devotion ; and by her ex- 
cellent advice, and Illuſtrious Pattern taught others ſo to 
do, if any other, certainly a Nurſing Mother of this Church 
of England, . which we have reaſon to think is more indebt- 
ed to two of our late Queens, than well-nigh all the Xings 
we have had till now,fince our Fappy Reformation. Good 
Edward liv'd but a while ; and though Ze did as much, 
as 'twas pollible fo® the time , being young, yet 'twas' the 
Rudimental Beginnings only of fo great and noble a Defigy ; 
but 'what we wanted in h#,was in ſome good meaſure com- 
penlated by the ſhortneſs of the next Reign; and eſpecial 
ly by the happy Lexgth of that which folio'w'd cloſe upon ® 
it. She who did moſt, Queen Elzzabeth of eter Bleſſed 
Memory ; the next a Peaceable Learned Prince, but came 
late to our Government ; ſucceeded by a Son Religious and 
Wiſe ; who had our Civil Diftraftions fuffer'd him to Live, 
as 'twas probable otherwiſe Fe might, had raiſed, and beau- 
tify'd, to it's beſt advantages, our Religious Communion, as 
eſtabliſh'd ; but fince HZecould no longer ſtand, He choſe 
to fall a Glorious Martyr with it ; and when upon cur famous 
Reſtauration, our Regular Worſhip began again to (mile ap- 
on us (as we did cordially upon it) it flouriſh'd, more than 
a little while, under a Good natar'd King ; till it was again 
too pitifully beclouded, in the laſt Reign, which left it ha- 
raſls'd, to the more happy Succels #nd better Government 
eof our King and Queen; who had She lo liv'd, (as She- 
did more than a little , in ſuch a narrow ſtint of rime) fo 
would have done wonderfully much more for it's Beauty 
and Proſperity. But She is, alas! untimely Dead; not as - 
to Herſelf, but us ; who promis'd (as we had great reaſon) 
every Day more and-more felicity to ourfetves , under the 
> | ſhadowof Her Government, Who, as She came with - 
much 
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much unwillingneſs to the Throne ; ſo She as willingly re- 
ſign'd at Gods Command , the Burden of it , tho'by Her 
ſocaſily born; and taught all Chriſtian Princes, by her 7/- 
liftrious Example, how "tis really praQticable, and their beſt 
Intereſt to be Good and Great at the ſame time. 

| have excus'd my {elf already ; give me leave but this 
once. Alas! Chriſtians, The Lovely Ornament of our Peace, 
The Beauty of our Regular Devotion, ® Rare Example of 
Virtuous Life, The Glory of Chriſtian Princes,the Greateſt 
of Her Sex, the Darling of all Zer Good People, The Dea- 
reſt Pledge of God's good Providence, our Gloriow Princes 
is Dead, and gone. Let all our Fudah, and Jeruſalem weep, 
and Mourn tor our Good Queen; as they did orevany 4 
for Foftah. *'Tis indifferent, whether we Lament Zer , or 
our Religion ; they were inſeperable in Her; and how then 
ſhall wediſtinguiſh 'em? I cannot blame the profuſeneſs of 
our Grief upon this extraordinary Subjet, if there be a- 


' ny Yenial Sin we Chriſtians can commit,ſurely this is it;the 


great extremity of our preſent Sorrow ; and tho' we reaſo- 
nably conclude, this our great Concern will touch the har- 
deſt heart, in the whole Natzon ; yet, if there be any, who 
cannot weep for it, and us ; I hope, without injury,we may 
take leave to weep for ourſelves and them, *Twere wellthe 
reafons of our Sorrow were not real , as we believe they 
are, upon impartial view. Tho' yet we are not intheleaſt 
vathankful; but know how to prize all the Bleſings we s 
have left behind ; our Good King, and Royal Family. But 
theft all Morn as well as we; and we humbly think we 
have as great a cauſe as any ; tho' all this we know is fruit- 


| Jeſs and in vain. But how-can tender hearts expreſs them- 


ſelves, and their paſionate reſentments , in a milder way ? 
Not that we ſhould ſeem fondly envy ZHer her Happineſs 
above, 
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above, who ſtood ever the faireſt Candidate for an Immor- 
tal Crown: But we beg leave here thus tov acknowledge, 
and confels our many obligations; and to embalm, and pre- 
ſerve her Sacred Memory to perpetual Generations, with 
the Deareſt expreſſions of our moſt unfeigned Love.
